It Is accounted for by an arrangetnent 
entered Into with tbe city council by one 
of thb Chinese benevolent societies In this 
city. The society on their part offered to 
have the bodies of their countrymen who. 
dying wit boat friends, had been consigned 
•to a part of tbe Chinees cemetery aet 
apart for such, transported to China. It 
wus asked that tbe council make a rebate 
In connection with tbe charge* made for 
exhnmlug bodies. To this tbe council ac¬ 
re* led upon the understanding that that 
section of the cemetery was to be cleared 
of bodies by the Benevolent Society.

BOUGH EXPERIENCE. 

Party of Iowana and Victorians Almost 
Starved in on Attempt to Cross 
tho Straits. 


The adventures of H. E. Riot, M. F. 
Haggard, H. N. Moore and B. Maynard 
in an attempt to reach Port Angelo* 
from Victoria In d. belling bodt jnade or! 
remarkable story of hard luct£ and an 
nil-round unpleasant experience. They 
left Esquimau at 2 o'clock oo Monday 
morning on the sqboooer 8pindrift, iu 
Charge of Capt. Bablngton. Expecting 
to reach their destination in a few 
hours they took just auftclent provis¬ 
ions to biflt about 12 hours. When 
about a mile off Pott Angeles the wind 
failed, and the boat was taken 10 miles 
down the Straits by the tide. Tuesday 
and Wednesday morning were spent in 
an effort to work back, but in vain. Dur¬ 
ing this time the passengers hsd noth¬ 
ing to eat, and were beginning to feel 
exhausted. 

Indications of a storm being evident, 
Capt. Bablngton decided to try to reach 
Victoria. Yesterday afternoon, after 
having fasted over two days, the party 
reached Beachy bay, nnd got^a good 
meal at one of the farm,, houses there.

railroad tracks. They derailed several 
trains at various point*, demolishing en¬ 
gines and cars, the latter* being chiefly 
frnlt vans. Several lives were lost In 
these wrecks. 

On Saturday the revolutionists occu¬ 
pied the banana district of Senoga, where 
they continued to wreck the railroad, and 
at the same time keeping up their ad¬ 
vance toward Santa Marta. When the 
Valencia sailed from Santa Marta, on 
Moody, the revolutionists were so near 
the town that Oapt. Gronmeyer could 
see the flames of their guns. Several 
buildings in Santa Marta were then 
biasing, having been ignited by the few 
troops left there to oppose the attack of 
the revolutionists. Ths town at that 
time was expected momentarily to sur¬ 
render. Owing to the total destruction 
of the railroad, the Valencia did not get 
her cargo of fruit at 'Santa Marta, and 
because of the neriousness of the tdtua- 
tion, the captain decided to put into 
Kingston for instructions. 

Officers of the Valencia say that hor¬ 
rible atrocities were committed during 
the fighting by the rebels, who chiefly 
used machetes. Almost all of the gov¬ 
ernment troops killed were found along 
the railroad track, their bodies being ter¬ 
ribly mutilated. They were partially 
covered by branches of banana trees. 

Santa Marta is entirely cat off from 
communication with the outside points, 
and the residents of the port have sent 
nn Appeal by sea to Colon for protection. 
It Is feared that the revolutionists wi'l 
sack Santa Marta when they capture ft. 
The stores there are doml and the 
greatest terror prevails. A 

The attack of the ^evolutionists was 
entirely unexpected, and owing to the 
superior numbers of the revolutionists 
the resistance of the government was 
half-hearted. Officers of the Valencia 
do not think the Colombian government 
can get reinforcements into Santa Mar¬ 
ta In time to aave the town.

Your Teeth 


To the Editor:—The western i»ilfirrim- 
age of Uie Conservative leaders w«» well 
advertised. In their innocence, moat 
people of Victoria expected to bear some¬ 
thin* notable from gentlemen, of whom 
go much was predicted. In my latft let¬ 
ter I expressed my great dUappotntment, 
and since then I have heard enough to 
oonrlnce any one that this feeling la 
very general. The disappointment wna 
due to the entire absence of anything 
constructive in the address which Mr. 
Borden came four thousand miles to de¬ 
liver. Nevertheless the occasion of the 
visit may be improved by a discussion 
of .some ef the piatters to which they 
referred. And first, as to the tariff. 

It was not very dear what the com¬ 
plaint of the Conservative leader is on 
that score. The most careful nnalysla 
of his carefuHy prepared utterances fails 
to jUncloae anything which in his oplu- 
ion is objectionable, except always the 
British preferential. As far as can be 
gathered from bis remarks, the Conser¬ 
vative grievance arises from the fact 
that the Libernls did not in 1807 in¬ 
augurate a fiscal revolution and spread 
ruin broadcast throughout the land. If 
they hud done ao, they could not have 
been subject to a more virulent attack 
than has been directed against them, for 
having had the business sagacity to be 
nb'le to deal with the tariff in such a 
wny that, while giving the policy of the 
Douiiuion a trend in the direction of 
freer commercial intercourse with the 
rest of the world, they were able to 
avoid interference with industries, built 
up under eighteen yean of Ifi avowedly 
protective tariff. Mr. Borden, in com¬ 
mon with the rest of his party, cannot 
forgive the Liberals for having suc¬ 
ceeded in spite 'of all prophecies of fail¬ 
ure. • 

When the Conservative banner went 
down in defeat in* 1800, the party com¬ 
forted itself with the assurance that 
the Liberals were sure to make a mud¬ 
dle of things. Of one thing the leaden 
of the Conservative party seem con¬ 
vinced. namely, that they hare a divine 
right to office and a monopoly of politi¬ 
cal wisdom. They have been accus¬ 
tomed to point to the period between 
1878 and 1878, when the Mackenxie gov¬ 
ernment was in power, as proving that 
the Liberals are incapable of govern¬ 
ment. They have conveniently forgot¬ 
ten what every one knew then, namely, 
that the depression of those years was 
due to causes of a general character, 
which no goverumecit could prevent, and 
whose effect no government could 
remedy. They have chosen to forget 1 
that their party came into power Just 
as times were beginning to improve the 
world over, ami that the'PVosperity which 
followed the introduction of the protec- 
tive tariff in 1870 was as much doe to 
causes ontslde the scope of political fn- ( 
finance as to th*>se within It. For eigh¬ 
teen years they told themselves that 
everything in Canada, from the crops to 
the birth-rate, was the direct result of 
Conservative rule, mud they not un¬ 
naturally began to believe that wlthont 
them there could be no prosperity. But 
what is the fact? Since 1887. when the 
Fielding tariff was introduced. Canada 
has enjoyed*a period of unexampled pros¬ 
perity. of unprecedented expansion, of 
unexampled esteem in the eyes of the 
Mother Country, the Empire and the 
world. Hence these Conservative tears. 
The leaden of that party expe<£rd to 
be called upon by a suffering country to 
rescue them from the blight of liberal 
rule. They find them selves driven to 
the childish expedient of complaining 
that the liberals bare not done what 
they said they would. 

If there were any occasion to do ao, 
it would be an easy task to go back to 
the., campaign of 1878 and show how 
vastly divergent the performances of the 
Conservatives wore from their pledges, 
or to take up the speeches of the Con¬ 
servative leaders in parliament in 1879 
and show how very different the N. P. 
hns worked ont from what they then 
expected. Just one example of the iat- 
tei will suffice. Bir Leonard Tilley laid 
great stress tfpon the volume of the im¬ 
ports of ihe Dominion, and insisted that 
unless they were reduced to the lowest 
possible amount the country coaid not 
be prosperous. Yet since his .day, and
